Afterwards, it was announced 
that the special U.S. envoy, Philip 
Habib, would return to Lebanon in 
two weeks for president-elect 
Bashic Jemayel’s swearing-in 
ceremony. 

But there vas no word about 
whether or not Habib would once 
again head the U.S. effort in the 
search for a broader peace in 
Lebanon. His deputy, Morris 
Draper, was promoted to ambas- 
sadorial rank to take charge of the 
day-to-day political negotiations in 
Beirus. 

U.S. officials said the Lebanon 
peace effort would move forward in 
parallel with Reagan's Arab-Israeli 
peace initiative, announced by the 
president in his Septemoer 1 
televised address. But the 
Americans denied there was any 
direct linkage between the two. 

Habib, breaking his long-time 
silence with the news media, held an 
informal press conference, review- 
ing various aspects of his three- 
month mediatory effort in Lebanon. 

Asked why the PLO had finally 
decided to leave West Beirut, 
Habib cited “a number of factors” 
coming together at the same time.

Reagan seeks plan to 
remove foreign forces 


Israel's controversial bombardment

The U.S. envoy, honoured Tues- 
day night by Reagan with the na- 
tion’s highest civilian medal, said 
the situation as it has existed in 
Lebanon could πο longer continue.

“extraterritorial entity,” operating 
“completely and totally outside the 
authority of that government.” 

Habib said that a possible signing 
of a peace treaty between Israci and 
Lebanon was a matter of concern to

Meanwhile, Reagan is moving 
full steam ahead in ihe selling of his 
new Arab-Israeli peace initiative. 
Special briefings have been 
scheduled at the White House and 
the State Deparment for all sorts of 
influential American groups, in- 
cluding professors, Jewish and Arab 
American leaders, journalists and 
others. 


White House officials yesterday 
expressed delight in the initial 
response to the Reagan plan. They 
clearly have been pleased by the 
divisive debate which it has 
generated within Israel. 

At this stage, one well-placed 
U.S. observer suggestec, Reagan 
seems to have succeeded in doing 
what former president Jimmy 
Carter was unable to do during his 
four years in office — namely, split 
an influential element of pro-Israeli 
political activity in the U.S. away 
from the Begin government,

1° Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin said in the Knesset yesterday. 
He was explaining why the cabinet 
rejected President Ronald Reagan's 
peace initiative last Thursday. 

Winding up the debate on the 
U.S. proposals, which was opened 
by Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, Begin said that “no one will 
determine the borders of Eretz 
Yisrael for us.” 

At the conclusion of Begin's 
speech, the Knesset approved the 
government's position on the U.S. - 
proposals by a vote of 50-36. An 
Alignment draft resolution, calling 
for acceptance of the positive 
features of the Reagan plan and 
negotiation on the negative points, 
was defeated by a vote of 50-34. 

Begin expressed the hope that 
new Knesset elections would be 
held next May or June, so everyone 
would see how the Alignment's 
strength had declined. He was 
Tesponding to a statement by Victor 
Shemtov (Alignment-Mapam) that 
the opposition represented a ma- 
jority of the country. 

The prime minister opened his 
speech by announcing the destruc- 
tion of four Syrian ground-to-air 
missiles in Lebanon by the Air 
Force (see separate story). 

“We will not put up with the in- 
troduction of ground-to-air missiles 
into Lebanese territory,’ he said. 
“‘Any such battery will be 
destroyed. [ hope the Syrians under- 
stood this. We don't want war with 
the Syrians." 

Begin went over much of the 
ground covered by Shamir, whea he 
discussed five points in the Reagan 
plan which, he said, had no basis in 
the Camp David agreement, That 
part of his speech was listened to in 
silence. 

But when he went on to attack 
the Alignment for embracing the 
U.S. proposals, the heckling began. 

Begin linked Reagan's call for “a 
real freeze on new settlements in 
Judea and Samaria” with the Align- 
ment's opposition to Jewish settle- 
ment in areas heavily populated by 
Arabs. He called this “a strange 
conception,’ and said he could not 
temember a time when the Zionist 
movement had adopted such a 
restrictive settlement policy. 


Bolivia goes broke 
LA PAZ, Bolivia (UPI). — Bolivia 
defaulted yesterday on a $38 million 
Payment owed to a consortium of 
125 American and European private 
banks and financial institutions 
headed by the Bank of America, 

The default was expected to 
shock the international banking 
system, already wrestling with the 
near-bankrupicy of Mexico and 
Argentina. It was Bolivia's first 
failure to repay private banks. 

The Bolivian peso has already 
been devalued by 90 per cent since 
February.

New economic programme 
expected to reduce inflation

In the second economic turn 
about since Yoram Aridor became 
finance minister, the government 
has decided on a new economic 
programme which, it hopes, will 
bring the annual inflation rate down 
to 85 per cent within a year. 

The Treasury's plan comprises 
measures to reduce the rate of 
devaluation of the shekel and the 
rate of increase in the prices of sub- 
sidized products; a plan to spread 
the Cost of Living allowance over 
monthly. partial payments; a 3 per 
cent reduction in payments out of 
the wage bill to the National In- 
surance Institute: and a reduction 
of several purchase taxes. 

The plan is the result of intense 
deliberations between the Treasury 
and top Bank of Israei officials. It 
reflects the view that a major par of 


the country’s inflation has been 
caused by the devaluations of the 
shekel and the C-o-L allowance in- 
dexation mechanism. 

Yakir Plessner, deputy governor 
of the Bank of Israel and one of the 
leading figures in the plan's 
preparation, said yesterday that the 
plan's chances of success depend on 
the government's ability to spread 
the payment of the C-o-L al- 
Jowances correctly and to avoid a 
rise in real wages, 

Since the plan calls for the monthly 
payment of 8 part of the C-o-k al- 
fowance without adjusting tax 
brackets, the net salaries of wage 
eamers will be eroded, though gross 
wages will remain stable in real terms, 

The Histadrut says it will agree to 
such a spreading of wage increases 
on condition tax brackets are ad- 
justed accordingly. Since the

Begin said that the Reagan plan 
already “no longer exists; it was 
still-born. But Israel's friendship 
with the U.S. was not at issue, he 
emphasised. There was a disagree- 
ment, as there had been disagree- 
ments in the past, but not over the 
frienship itself. 

Earlier, Shamir had charged that 
Reagan's proposals were an attempt 
“to bend and subjugate Israe]" and 
could wipe out all that Israel had 
achieved in five years of peace 
talks. 

He said that the Reagan plan ig- 
nored the linkage between Isracl's 
far-reaching concessions in Sinai 
and the autonomy agreement for 
Judea, Samaria, and Gaza. 

Egypt had demanded Arab 
Sovereignty over these afeas and the 
freezing of Jewish settlement, 
Shamir noted.

Accord on new plan, Syria pullout 
reported at Arab summit talks

Arab leaders meeting in Fez. 
Morocco, are reported to have 
agreed on a new Arab peace in- 
iiative based on previous Saudi and 
Tunisian plans. and incerporating 
elements of U.S. President Ronaid 
Reagan's latest Middle East 
proposals. 

They are also reported to have 
agreed to end Syria's military 
presence in Lebanon — provided 
that Israel can be prevailed upon to 
withdraw its forces. 

The three-day summit. which nas 
‘held all its deliberations under a 
total news blackout, was due to end 
last night when an official com- 
munique was expected, 

Leaks concerning the Arab peace 
initiative, as well as the decision to 
end Syria's mandate in Lebanon, 
Were carried in urgent dispatches 
from the Moroccan capital Rabat 
yesterday by the official Saudi and 
Gulf news agencies. 

No details were given about what 
the initiative entails. the agencies 
simply reporting that it was based 
on the Saudi and Tunisian plans that 
were on the summit agenda, and 
that it included elements of the new 
U.S. peace plan announced last 
week by Reagan. 

Arab diplomats in Rabat were 
quoted last night as saying that they 
understogd the Arab initiative cal- 
led for the establishment of a 
Palestinian state within a peace 
process that would include par- 
ticipation of the PLO. 

The Associated Press. in a dis- 
patch from Fez. quoted unidentified 
delegation officials as saying that 
the Arab leaders had offered to 
open talks for a general Middle East 
peace settlement on the basis of the 
Reagan plan — provided that 


Reagan's “domestic authority” be 
transformed into ἃ sovereign, .in- 
dependent Arab state to include 
East Jerusalem, and that Israel 
ἄρτια to recognize the PLO as asole 
legitimate representative of the 
Pulestinians prior to any élections in 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

Both these conditions are radical- 
h at odds with the Reagan plan, 
coming much closer to traditional 
Arab positions. including those con- 
tained in the Saudi and Tunisian 
plans. 

The officials were also quoted as 
saving that the Arab leaders were 
approaching ἃ consensus on an un- 
Precedented offer of mutual 
recognition between Israel and the 
Arab slates — including the 
sovereign Palestinian state. 


PLO chairman Yasser Arafat is 
Teported to have played a major 
role in persuading the Arab leaders 
in Fez to adopt a “conciliatory at- 
litude™ towards both the U.S. and 
Arub peace plans. 

Addressing a closed session of the 
summit on Tuesday, Arafat is 
reported to have argued that the 
Reagan proposals as well as those 
put forward last year by then Saudi 
Crown Prince Fahd could form the 
basis for negotiations on a general 
Middle East peace settlement. 

Conference sources, who re- 
quested anonymily, are quoted as 
saying that Arafat, in a major policy 
statement, for the first time offered 
to discuss the possibility of some 
form of mutual recognition between 
Israel and the PLO. 

Among the conditions he 
reportedly listed were δὴ Israeli 
evacuation of all Arab territories 
occupied in 1967, including East 
Jerusalem, and confirmation of the 
PLO as “sole legitimate represen- 
tative of the Palestinian people.” 

The sources are quoted as saying 


that Arafat at one point turned to 
Saudi King Fahd and asked for a 
Saudi guarantee of such a role for 
the PLO in return for the PLO's ac- 
ceptance of the Fahd plan as a basis 
for negotiation. 

At the abortive summit in Fez last 
November, the PLO had lined up 
against the Fahd pian after Arafat 
failed to persuade the radicals in his 
drganization to endorse his own 
earlier backing for the plan, : 

Conference sources also in- 
dicated that Syria had come to Fez 
prepared τὸ accept a Lebanese call 
for an end to the Arab League man- 
date under which it has been main- 
taining its large occupation force in 
Lebanon. 

These sources are quoted 85 say- 
ing that the lifting of the mandate 
would allow the Syrians to quit 
Lebanon without appearing to bow 
to Israeli demands — ‘but other 
observers have noted that any 
Syrian withdrawal would have to be 
tied to a simultaneous, or even 
prior, Israeli pullback from 
Lebanon. 

Various Arab news agencies 


yesterday confirmed that Syria had’ 


indicated its willingness to go along 
with a summit decision to end the 
mandate. 

The Arab leaders spent much of 
yesterday watching one of the most 
elaborate festivals of folklore seen 
in Morocco for many years. More 
than 3,000 horsemen took part in a 
“Fantasia” riding and shooting dis- 
play, together with hundreds of 
camel-mounted troops from the 
Sahara. Some 10,000 children and 
young people performed songs and 
dances in traditional costumes. 

On a nearby hillside, the Moroc- 
cans spelled out in four-metre-high 
white letters visible for at least 30 
kilometres an Arabic phrase from a 
speech by King Hassan: “We will 
pray in el-Kuds (Jerusalem)."

right to live in peace behind secure 
and defensible borders: that Israel 
could not return to borders which 
left it with a waist of less than 10 
miles wide; and that Jerusalem must 
remain undivided. 

But, these “positive and impor- 
tant™ points were accompanied by 
operative proposals that stand in 
contradiction to them and strike at 
Israel and its security; at the princi- 
ple of negotiation, and the 
prospects of peace, Shamir said. 

The Reagan plan defines full 
autonomy as granting ‘‘real 
authority** to the inhabitants over 
themselves, the land, and its 
resources, Shamir noted. However, 
he pointed out, the Camp David ac- 
cords speak of “the granting of full 
autonomy to the inhabitants.” and 
{srael had made it perfectly clear 
during the negotiations that this 
referred oniy to the inhabitants and 
not to the land. 

Shamir said that participation by 
the Arabs of East Jerusalem in the 
elections to the autonomy authority 
could only mean the redivision of 
Jerusalem — “and to that we shail 
never agree.” 

As .to the settlement-freeze 
proposal, Shamir said that no self- 
respecting Israel government would 
agree that the right of Jews to settle 
in any part of Eretz Yisrael be a sub- 
ject of debate. This right was “fun- 
damental, unassailable, and not sub- 
ject to approval by any outside 
body. The very raising of the subject 
is an affront,” he said. 


Shiomo Hillel (Alignment), who” 


followed Shamir. said that Begin 
had apparently expected that the 
U.S. would give him a free hand in 
Judea, Samaria, and Gaza after the 
war in Lebanon. He had good 
reason for deep disappointment, 
Hillel said, for the same thing had 
happened before: at Camp David he 
thought that by relinquishing Sinai 
he would be able to do as he pleased 
in Judea and Samaria. 

The government's haste in re- 
jecting the Reagan propusals had 
been unwise and irresponsible, Hil- 
lel said. There had not even been “a 
minimum of sophistication.” As a 
result. the Arab League meeting at 
Fez appeared to be more sensible 
and more responsible than the 
Israeli government. 

It is rue, Hiilei said, that Reagan 
had not adopted the government's 
conception “which is based on iwo 
absurdities”: that it is possible to

grant autonomy to the people but 
not the land, and that it is possible 
to unnex the areas without annexing 
the people living in them. 

Hillel said the U.S. plan was far 
from meeting Israel's needs; its 
stand on Jerusalem was unaccep- 
table, for example.

No other U.S, 
president had said that he would not 
ask Israel to return to its 1967 
borders with the narrow waist. 

However, the debate with the 
government was not over the 
Reagan plan but over the govern- 
ments plan, Hillel pointed out. The 
Alignment favoured the concentra- 
tion of settlement activity in 
security areas along the Jordan, in 
the northwestem shore of the Dead 
Sea and around Jerusalem. 

Deputy Foreign Minister Yehuda 
Ben-Meir (National Religious 
Party) listed the main features of the 
U.S. plan. point by point, and asked 
the Alignment whether they really 
supported them. They were: giving 
the Jerusalem Arabs the right to 
vote for the autonomy ad- 
ministrative council: giving the 
council responsibility for internal 
security; putting an absolute freeze 
on settlement: giving a territorial 
definition to autonomy, and 
withdrawal on all fronts. 

The Alignment’s reaction was 
mostly an embarrassed silence. 

Geula Cohen (Tehiya) said that 
Israel should not stress the security 
aspect of settlement, which could 
not compete with the Palestinian 
demand for seif-determination, but 
its national right to settlement in- 
stead. 

Victor Shemtov said that the war 
in Lebanon, far from bringing a 
solution to the Palestinian problem 
closer, had only made its solution 
more urgent. 

Shemtov said that the Jordanian 
option and the territorial com- 
promise, which Begin had dismissed 
out of hand, now turn out to be the 
true solution to the problem The 
Likud goal of annexing the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip is an 
empty dream, which is rejected by 
most Israelis and the entire world’ 
he said.

Jemayel visits 
multinational troops 


BEIRUT (AP). — Saluted by 
Lebanese soldiers, U.S. Marines 
and Italian infantrymen, President- 
elect Bashir Jemayel visited the 
U.S.-controtled Beirut port yester- 
day and thanked the troops for 
helping Lebanon rid itself of “all 
foreigners." 

“We appreciate the task the 
marines, the French and the Italians 
have been achieving here,” Jemayel 
said after a quick tour of the USS 
Manitowic, where he was saluted by 
US. sailors. 

“We are grateful to President 
Reagan, we are grateful to Mr. 
Philip Habib and to all the foreign 
governments who have been dealing 
with us and I hope that from now on 
Lebanon will become sovereign 
once again — and forever this 
time.” 

Jemayel, whose first post-election 
declaration called for the departure 
of all foreigners from Lebanon, was 
asked if the multinational force had 
overstayed its welcome. 

“It is not a matter of time,” he 
replied. “The important thing is that 
the task has been achieved and ἴ 
hope that from now on everything 
will go fine for the Lebanon.” 


Morale-boosting trip 

to PLO in Bekaa 
BEIRUT (UPI). — Nayef 
Hawatmeh, Leader of the 
Democratic Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine, made a morale- 
boosting trip to PLO forces in the 
Bekaa yesterday, one day after he 
visited northern Lebanon to urge 
resistance to Israel. 

““T believe that the war is not over 
and a new stage has begun,” said 
Hawatmeh. “This enemy can be 
defeated." 

Although the PLO terrorists were 
forced from Beirut, an estimated 
2.000 fighters remain in the 
northern port of Tripoli and about 
5,000 in the Bekaa in eastern 
Lebanon. : 

“What is important is to continue 
fighting and to keep up the 
resistance," said Hawatmeh. “And 
in this case it’s up to Syria to con- 
tinue the fighting. The operation 
needs a Syrian decision.” 

Meetings with Syrian President” 
Hafez Assad will continue after his 
return from the Arab summit in 
Fez, Morocco, the PLO leader told 
reporters.

BERNE. — A diplomat hiding from 
gunmen in the Polish Embassy was 
rescued by police yesterday after- 
noon without being discovered by 
the terrorists who are threatening to 
blow up five of his colleagues and 
themselves. 

Journalists on the scene said the 
escaped man, Josef Matusiak was 
seen crawling over the embassy roof 
and police then moved in to help 
him io safety. 


Justice Ministry Spokesman 


-Uirich Hubacher said it took only a 


few minutes for police to scale the 
three-storey building to rescue 
Matusiak. 

Newspapers here had published 
photographs of a “mystery man” 
holding up a piece of paper at a top 
floor window. but police asked jour- 
nalists not to mention him for fear 
they would endanger his life if his 
presence was discovered by the 
gunmen. 

The mystery ma... Matusiak, is 
now “safe and sound.” Hubacher 
said. 

Swiss television reported that the 
ἀπο group which occupied the 


building on Monday had given up 
its demand that the Polish govern- 
ment lift martial law and free 
political prisoners. 

They were offering to free their 


hostages if they could leave the em-* 


bassy by car with documents they 
found inside, the television said. 

The Swiss government yesterday 
rejected Poland’s offer to send a 
paramilitary unit to Bern to heip 
rescue the hostages. 

“Tt ig not necessary. it was re- 
jected on principle,” Hubacher 
said. “‘We are continuing to 
negotiate," 

He said authorities now believe 
four terrorists are inside the Polish 
Embassy. It was the first time a 
number has been cited for the ter- 
rorists since they stormed into the 
diplomatic mission and took 13 
persons hostage. 

By yesterday morning, the armed 
gunmen had released eight of the 
hostages: six women, a Polish stu- 
dent and a diplomat suffering from 
high blood pressure.

The attack on a sermon by 
Bishop tgnacy Tokurczuk of 
Przemysl, in southeast Poland near 
the Soviet border, was believed to 
be the first on @ prominent church 
leader since martial law began last 
December 13, and for some time 
before. 

The state has maintained a “cor- 
rect.” but uneasy relationship with 
the church ever since it became 
closely identified with the now- 
suspended Solidarity union and has 
imprisoned one priest since martial 
law for slander contained in a 


_ Sermon. 


The paper took Tokarczuk to 
task for asermon of September 5 in 
which he reportedly criticized 
atheism, urged the closing of state- 
run farms and accused the 
authorities of using “brutal 
violence.” in suppressing riots that 
erupted on Solidarity's second an- 
niversary on August 31. 

“Such views foment hatred 
between Polish people, stand in the 
way of harmonious co-existence 
between the believers and the non- 
believers and go against tolerance,” 
the paper said. “Morever, they are 
designed to present Poland's 
political authorities in a loathsome 
light."" 

Tie paper did not quote directly 
from the sermon, and Tokarczuk 
could not be reached for comment. 

His sermon was in apparent 
response to last week's riots that kil- 
led five, injured over 200 and led to 
the arrests of over 4,000 persons. 

The paper wamed the bishop. 
who is regarded as conservative, not 
to “repeat the mistake made by 
Solidarity which consisted in taking 
on the role of an opposition political 
party and under-estimating the 
strength of the state." 

Meanwhile, jailed dissident 
leader Adam Michnik has issued an 
appeal to Amnesty [ternational 
before the anti-state trials of himself 
and three other opposition activists 
which he said would be “a political 
farce,” 

Michnik's appeal came in a 
handwritten letter smuggled out of 
Bialoleka prison. It was dated 
September 2, and written just after 
Michnik learned of the arrest of 
Jacek Kuron, interned leader of the 
dissident group KOR, and just 
before Michnik himself was ar- 
rested. 

Kuron, Michnik and two other 
KOR leaders were charged with 
plotting a violent overthrow of the 
Socialist system and could face the 
‘death penalty if convicted. No trial 
‘date ‘has been set. 


Mubarak to Rumania 
after Yugoslav visit 


BELGRADE (AP). — Egypt's 
President Hosni Mubarak flew to 
neighbouring Rumania yesterday 
after a state visit that opened a new 
page in his country’s relations with 
Yugoslavia. 

Mubarak agreed with his hosts to 
substantially expand bilateral ties 
and cooperation. Informed sources 
said the new relations would include 
intensification of joint military ef- 
forts, although no details were of- 
ficially reported.. 

Yugoslav-Egyptian relations had 
cooled in the final years of the late 
President Sadat’s life as Sadat pur- 
sued a policy of peace with Israel. 

But Mubarak said before leaving 
he now found he had “identical 
viewpoints as regards the majority 
of current international burning 
problems,” with Yugoslav leaders.

Incoming tourism is down, 
but Israelis are going abroad

Although there was a significant 
drop in incoming tourists this sum- 
mer compared to fast vear, the 
number of Israelis going abroad was 
almost the same. 

According to figures released this 
week by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics, some 266.300 visitors ar- 
tived during the months of June, 
July and August, compared with 
309,800 during the same period in 
1981. a drop of 16 per cent. In 
August. some 93.700 tourists 
entered, 15 per cent less than the 
110.300 who arrived during August 
last year. 

June figures showed a drop of 22 
per cent and July a slump of 16 per 
cent, 

Tourism ministey offictats at- 
tributed the decrease in in-coming 
tourists to the effect of the war in 


_ Lebanon. They stressed the fact 


that the drop was not greater and 
explained that it showed the healthy 
state of Israels tourism industry. 
which managed to continue func- 
tioning despite news stories of war 
and unrest in the area. 


However, during the June to 
August period, some 240.300 
Israglis left the country. almost the 
same number as left during June 
through August last year. Ac- 
cording τὸ some observers. there 
would have been far more Israelis 
foing abroad this year if not for the 
War. 

During the January to May 
Period. there was a rise of 24 per 
cent in departures by Israelis and 
the overall January to August 
figures revealed an increase of 10 
Per cent by Israclis leaving the 
country. 


Number of workers 
from Areas soars 


The number of Arab workers 
fram Judea, Samaria and the Gaza 
Surip working in Israel proper 
reached a new high in August — 
55,242, as compared to 53,139 in Ju- 
ly. One year ago in August the 
figure was 47,790. 


According to government 
statistics released yesterday, 19,159 
of the workers were engaged in 
building projects: 21,220 in in- 
dustry: 10,507 in the services; and 
4.359 in agriculture.

Salt to flow again as workers get rise 


HAIFA. — Supplies of table salt 
began moving out of the Athlit salt 
plant yesterday for the first time in 
over three weeks, after workers 
lifted sanctions following 2 com- 
promise agreement on their pay 
claim. 

Company director Avraham 
Dankner told The Jerusalem Post 
that supermarkets and grocery 
stores would now be able to 
replenish their stocks in good time 
for the New Year. 

About a third of the 75-strong 
workforce had blocked distribu- 
tions from the plant since August L5 
to press their claim for a substantial 
wage rise. A 

The Haifa labour council sup- 
Ported the action and pointed out 
that a veteran worker doing over- 


time earned less than 1$10,000 gross 
a month, which was not a living 
wage. 

The firm has said it could not 
meet the workers’ demands because 
the Industry and Trade Ministry 
would not allow an increase in the 
price of salt to pay for the higher 
wages. 

The local salt is sold in one- 
kilogram plastic bags and retails 
at [S4.5 — less than the cost. of the 
cheapest bus ticket. 

Dankner said a compromise 
agreement had been worked out to 
give the workers an increase which 
would be paid in stages over the 
next three months. He declined to- 
give details of the package, but said 
it would not result in a rise of salt 
prices. 


Nesher told to shut down ‘dirty’ kiln 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — A giant kiln at the 
Nesher cement factory here is to re- 
main in operation despite a Health 
Ministry order to close it down. 

The firm's managing director 
Avraham Pe'er strongly denied an 
allegation that the kiln — one of 
four at the plant — was emitting too 
much dust. 

The Health Ministry's district en- 
vironmental engineer, Menahem 
Tal, charged that the filtering 
system on the kiln had been 
malfunctioning for more than the 
ten days allowed annually. On those 
occasions up to five tons of dust per 
day was pumped out instead of 


between five to ten kilogrammes 
per day which is permitted under 
pollution regulations, he said. 

Pe'er said the firm had invested a 
lot of money on equipment to 
cut dust pollution and this had 
worked very well. ‘I have no reason 
to shut down the kiln, because we 
have been working within the limits 
laid down in the regulation,” he 
said. 

He warned that any closure of the 
kiln would cut production by a 
quarter and cost the firm tens of 
thousands of dollars. He has re- 
quested an urgent meeting with the 
district environmental engineer to 
discuss the matter.

Lebanon and President Reagan's new peace plan were divided, at the 
government's insistence. The debate itself. however. showed that the 
division was wholly artificial. For what the debate was essentially 
about was the political consequences of Israel's expanded Lebanese 


Even while it was in progress the war was widely described as a 
campaign that would decide the future of Eretz Yisrael. The official 
eapestulion, as MK Shlomo Hillel (Alignment) recalled yesterday. 
Was that a smushing victory over the PLO in Lebanon would allow 
Israel a free hand in setding the internal order of Judea, Samaria and 
Gazu us the government pleused. This expectation was dashed by Mr. 
Reugan’s move, which eaplains the fury of Premier Begin’s reaction 


Defence Minister Sharon argued in the Knesset that Israel's 
debating position vis-a-vis the American plan was far stronger with 
the destruction of the PLO than it would-have been without it. His 
reason wus that the plan could not now be presented as a hedge 
against Palestinian terrorism. The PLO, he observed, was no longer 
capable of mounting any major terrorist action, and its political clout 


This, however, was not an answer to Mr, Reagan's claim that “the 
military losses of the PLO have not diminished the yearning of the 
Palestinian people for a just solution of their claims.” 
rebut Mr. Reagan's thesis that “while Israel's military successes in 
Lebanon have demonstrated that its armed forces are second to none 
in the region, they alone cannot bring just and lasting peace to Israel 


In pleading for a system of Palestinian self-government in associa- 
tion with Jordan, Mr, Reagan ruled out an independent Palestinian 
state in the West Bank and Gaza. But at the same time he rejected 
any solution by way of annexation or permanent control of the 
territories by Israel. ‘Thus it may be argued that Israel's reduction of 
the PLO in Lebanon helped pave the way for Mr. Reagan's new 
policy — enhancing Jordan's role and dismissing the idea of a Palesti- 
nian state. But that Mr, Sharon would not be inclined to concede. 

For the past four years the government has proceeded on 
the assumption that it could find partners for a peace on the eastern 
front based on ἃ constricted Israeli version of the autonomy, leading 
in due course to annexation. or at Jeast to permanent control of the 
territories. In fact there has never been any warrant for this assump- 
tion, and Mr. Reagan's plan — which is not really a plan yet — only 


The theory behind the assumption was that, with the final evacua- 
Israe! would be freed from any obligation to 
withdraw in Judea, Samaria and Gaza. But this fanciful reading of 
Resolution 242 has lacked any political support anywhere. Mr. 
Reugan hus granted that Israel is entitled to improve its vulnerable 
old borders. but not to the retention of all the occupied territories. 
That is an improvement on previous U.S. policy. It also indicates the 
Hint of international opinion favourable to Israel, 

Thus it was rather absurd for Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir to 
voice not merely chagrin but indeed outrage at Mr. Reagan's de- 
mand that Israel should withdraw — even though to new defensible 


To his credit. Mr. Shamir. acting the diplomat, softened in some 
Meusure the totally rejectionist line dictated by Mr. Begin to the 
cubinet, He noted with appreciation the more positive aspects of the 
president’s plan, such as recognition of Israel's right not to return to 
the 1967 frontiers, and the acknowledgement that Jerusalem must 
remain indivisible, Yet, on balance, he too thought it best to damn 
the Reugun puckage as wholly unacceptable. 

Compared with this position, which the premier backed with the 
full force of his rhetoric and the Knesset dutifully ratified, the stand 
taken by the Arab leaders at their Fez summit yesterday was, as MK 
Hillel ironically pointed out, a model of political sophistication.

“They packed the naval technical 
department's auditorium, so there 
must have been more than 60 of 
them.” said Asada in an interview. 
At the age of 82. Asada still works 
as a technical adviser at the Kobe 
Steel Co, 

Eight days before the 1945 
mecting, the U.S. dropped an 
atomic bomb on Hiroshima. A se- 
cond atomic device destroyed 
Nagasaki three days later. 

Asada, who was then a physics 
professor at Imperial Osaka Univer- 
sity. had been assigned by the navy 
to survey bomb damage in 
Hiroshima. He had just returned to 
make an eyewitness account of the 
devastation. 

A two-hour heated discussion by 
the naval officers and scientists fol- 
lowed his grim report. 

“Then Shibuya suddenly stood up 
and ordered us to launch a crash 
programme to produce atomic 
bonmbs,” Asada said. 

“We must make an atomic bomb 
in six months and drop it on the

“T tried to tell him that it couldn't 
be done,”* Asada said, “at that stage 
in the war, we didn’t even have air-

— that's where the strength of our 
forces lies." 


Shibuya, Asada said, proposed 
that the secret nuclear research lab 
be set up in a cave in Nagano dis- 
trict on the hills some 350 
kilometres northeast of Tokyo. But 
the plan went no further. 


Shibuya had not known that the 
decision to surrender had been 
reached. The day after the 
physicists’ meeting, Emperor 
Hiroshito announced the surrender 
in a nationwide radio address.

WHILE addressing the 
audience at the 68th 
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ISRAEL'S MILITARY victory 
over the Soviet-armed PLO in 
Lebanon was a great achievement 
for the free world, especially for the 
United States, U.S. influence in the 
Middle East has risen, that of the 
Soviet Union has declined...at feast 
for the time being. 

Grateful to Israel, which suffered 
some 2,500 casualties including 
wounded in Lebanon, the U.S.. 
without consulting its ally, launched 
the Reagan Plan, a plan that would 
truncate the Jewish state, leaving it, 
in the long run, impossible to de- 
fend. The plan, vague and subtle. is 
the more ominous by having the 
name and prestige of the president 
of the U.S. attached to it. Although 
it does not propose the establish- 
ment of an independent Palestinian 
state in Judea, Samaria and Gaza. it 
calls for an end to Israeli settlement 
activity in these to-be-demilitarized 
areas, 

An end to further settlement 
means that the existing settlements 
would have no solid political and 
legal foundation. {t means that 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza would be 
under the controt of an entity other 
than Israel. It means that Israel, in 
the long run, would be mortally 
vulnerable, even if the areas in 
question remained demilitarized. 
This is a strategic fact, not a 
political opinion. 

By rejecting the Reagan Plan, 
Israel has laid itself open to the 
charge that it is not committed to 
UN Resolution 242. Much has been 
written about this resolution; but to 
my knowledge, no commentator has 
exposed its true character. To do so 
would be to reveal the true nature 
of the Arab-Israeli conflict. It is 
precisely because Israel's political 
and intellectual leaders have failed 
to reveal the truc nature of that con- 
flict that Israel's military successes 
have invariably been followed by 
political defeats. Et is time to look at 
UN Resolution 242 honestly. 
Israel's survival is at stake. 

On the surface, 242 is an attempt 
to resolve the territorial disputes 
resulting from the Six Day War of 
1967 when, in self-defence, Israel 
took control over Judea, Samaria, 
Gaza, the Golan and the Sinai. 


SCIENTISTS should leave the 
shelter of their quiet laboratories 
for the rough and tumble arguments 
of public life. “But when they do so, 
they are obligated, more than 
anyone else, to use all their scien- 
tific tools and skills. They shouldn't 
shoot from the hip.” 

This is stated by Prof. Binyamin 
Fain, 52, of Tel Aviv University, 
who for the past few weeks has led 
60 Israeli scientists in a vigorous 
debate, in both the press and in let- 
ters, with Prof. Paul Kessler, of the 
College de France, Paris, 
representing the 29 other members 
of the Committee of French 
Physicists for Human Rights, 

Professor Kessler, in an open let- 
ter, charged that Israel's activities in 
the Lebanon were tantamount to a 
pogrom; that property damage was 
wanton; and that the {sraeli scien- 
tists should take the lead in con- 
demning Israel. 

After Professor Kessler visited 
Israel and the Lebanon, saw the 
facts at first hand, and heard ex- 
planations from both the Lebanese 
and the Israelis, he admitted that 
some — but not all — of his original 
charges could not be substantiated. 
He admitted, moreover, that the 
PLO was responsible for much of 
what he thought the Israelis had 
done. 

Yet, he slurred over this fact, fail- 
ing to mention the PLO by name. In 
another place, he added casualties 
that had taken place after he wrote 
his initial letter to support his 
original charges. Moreover, Kessler 
had charged that the PLO had car- 
tied out only “sporadic” acts 
against Israel — which did not call 
for a war as retaliation. 

“When all settlers in the north 
spend their nights in shelters: when 
the country is on a semi-war footing 
ἰὴ the north, as a result of PLO ac- 
tivities, it is really a distortion of 
fact to speak of ‘sporadic’ ac- 
tivities not calling for wiping out the 
perpetrators.” Prof. Fain says.

The Resolution requires “the ap- 
plication of beth of the following 
principles: (1) withdrawal of Israel 
armed forces from territories oc- 
cupied in the war: and (2) the right 
of every State in the area to live in 
peace within secure and recognized 
bounaaries free from threats and 
ucts of force.” 

As noted by many commentators, 
the exclusion of the definite article 
from the first principle — 
“withdrawal from territories,” not 
from the territories -—- means and 
was intended to mean that Israel is 
not obliged to return to the pre- 1967 
borders. Nevertheless, tong before 
Israel withdrew from the Sinai, the 
question arose as to whether it must 
withdraw, lo whatever extent, from 
all fronts. The-language of the first 
Principle is not entirely clear on this 
point. But even if it were unam- 
biguously affirmative, the question 
of withdrawal on all fronts runs into 
geopolitical contradiction when we 
tum to the second principle. 

By confirming Israel's right to 
“secure and recognized” boun- 
daries, the second principle at- 
tempts to square the circle. The 
simple truth — which democratic 
politicians and commentators are 
unwilling to confront candidly — is 
that “secure” and “recognized” 
boundaries are antithetical con- 
cepts given the Aostile ideological 
character of Israel's Islamic 
neighbours. What Israel may 
reasonably regard as secure boun- 
daries will not be recognized by her 
autocratic adversaries. Conversely, 
the boundaries which her adver- 
saries would ostensibly recognize — 
say the pre-1967 ones — can hardly 
be regarded as secure by Israel or 
indeed by any impartial observer. 
Despite this geopolitical dilemma, it 
is of crucial importance to raise the 
question of which of the’ two op- 
posite concepts takes legal as well 
as moral precedence. 


ACCORDING TO the UN Charter 
and international law in general, 
every nation has an inherent and ab- 
solute right to self-preservation, But 
inasmuch as no one is more con- 
cemed about a particular nation's 
preservation or security than -that 


nation itself, it follows that each na- 
tion is and must be the ultimate 
judge of what is required for its 
preservation or security. Hence the 
concept or value -of secure boun- 
daries takes precedence over the 
concept or value of reveesized 
boundaries. 


It may be objected that Israel will 
not be entirely secure until it has 
boundaries recognized by its 
neighbours. But this begs the fun- 
damental issue. In the first place, 
the objection presupposes that the 
Arab Moslem states can be. trusted 


to remain content to have Israel 


withdraw to the pre-1967 borders; 
that these states have really 
renounced their declared objective 
of annihilating the Jewish nation 
whose humane and democratic way 
of life stands in sharp and subver- 


sive contrast to the harsh feudalism . 


of Moslem autocracies. 


But this genocidal objective re- 
‘mains the avowed goal of the PLO 
which every Arab state, including 
Egypt, continues to support, be it 
with .arms and money, training 
camps and sanctuaries, recruiting 
facilities or diplomatic services. Is 
the Islamic world less committed to 
{srael’s extinction than the Soviet 
Union is committed to the extinc- 
tion of the United States as a free 
nation’? 


Second, the objection fails to 
consider that whereas recognition 
of international boundaries is 


primarily a legal matter dependent - 


on the will of others — in this case 


the fluctuating will of rather transi- 
ent or deposable Arab autocrats —- 


secure or defensible boundaries are . 


primarily a military matter depen- 
dent on permanent geographic fac- 
tors on the one hand, and one's own 
will on the other, Here again we see 
why secure boundaries take 
precedence over recognized boun- 
daries. 


Unfortunately, the democratic 
dogma of self-determination for the

conclusions. He knows his col- 
leagues in different universities will 
do so, and if they find gross inac- 
curacies, mistakes, false conclu- 
sions, and so on, well, his scientific 
sun will begin to sink, but fast.
